Block Walls 
Mortar on S$

A new, easy method of con- 
structing concrete block walls 
has come into the building 
scene. 

The new construction method, 
developing by U, S. Department 
of Agricluture engineers at 
Athens, Ga., eliminates the use 
of mortar, Instead, both sides 
of a stacked concrete wall are 
coated with a thin layer of a 
cement and glass-fiber mixture. 

Walls constructed by the new 
method are waterproof, strong- 
er than conventional block walls 
and can be built by inexperi- 
enced workers. 

The bonding mixture used in 
the new method contains regu- 
lar portland cement, hydrated 
lime, calcium chloride, calcium 
stearate and glass fibers. 

The correct proportions, mix- 
ing directions and instructions 
for building the walls are con- 
tained in USDA Agriculture In- 
formation Bulletin No. 343, 
“Surface Bonding of Concrete 
Blocks.” You can obtain the 
bulletin by sending your name, 
address and 15 cents to: Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. 
Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 20402. 

Several commercial compan- 
ies sell a dry, premixed surf- 
ace-bonding material that is 
simply mixed with water. If 
you cannot find the premix at 
your local building products 
dealer, you can obtain a list of 
manufacturers by writing: Ex- 
tension Agricultural Engineer, 
University of Illinois, Urbana, 
Til. 61801. 

They also can provide a list 
of suppliers of the individual in- 
gredients for the mix. 

In a further effort to upgrade 
Illinois beef, the Illinois Beef 
Improvement Federation and 
the linois Feeder Cattle Sale 
Federation are ‘cosponsoring a 
heifer sale. 

Consignors will be required 
to consign a minimum of five 
heifers. Each heifer must have 
a 205-day weight, adjusted for 
the age of dam, of 435 pounds 
or above, a weaning grade of 12 
or above, a quality grade of at 
least 12 or low choice, and a 
body-type score of 3. 

Heifers born on or after Nov 
1, 1970 through May 31, 1971 will 
be guaranteed open. Heifers 
born on or after Jan. 1, 1970, 
through Oct. 31, 1970, will be 
bred and sold safe-in-calf, as 
determined by examination. 

A highly successful sale of 
beef performance tested bulls 
has been held for the last foul 
years at the Illinois State Fair- 
grounds in December. It is 
hoped that this sale of heifers 
of similar quality will meet with 
equal ‘success. 

Grass pastures need ade- 
quate fertilization for top 
production throughout the 
coming growing season. 
Blue grass pastures should 
receive 60 to 70 pounds of 
nitrogen, 20 to 30 pounds of 

phosphate and 30 to 45 

pounds of potash early in 

the spring. 

Be sure to consider the nu- 
trient- supplying capacity of 
your Soil and that yield you ex- 
pect when. estimateing  fertili- 
zer needs. 
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Good bluegrass stands that 
receive fertilizer in late March 
or early April should produce 
two to three tons of forage 
on a hay-equivalent basis—dut 
ing the growing season. 

Orchardgrass, smooth brome- 
grass, tall fescue, reed canary- 
grass and timothy need about 
100 pounds of nitrogen in early 
April for good spring and sum- 
mer production. An addition: 
50 to 75 pounds applied in mid- 
to late-summer will boost fall 
production of these grasses. 

Timothy does not produce as 
much during summer as the 
other grasses. Fifty pounds of 
nitrogen applied in late summer 
will likely be enough for opti- 
mum crop response. 

Phospate and pqtash require- 
ments vaty with soil types. 

Fertilize soils that are high in 
nutrient-supplying capacity at 
about 50 percent of the crop re- 
moval rate. Increase the appli- 
cation rate to 100 percent of the 
crop removal rate on soils low 
in nutrient-supplying capacity. 

Forage crops remove about 11 
pounds of phosphate and 50 
pounds of potash for every ton 
of dry matter produced. 

Pastures with 30% or more 
legumes may not require any 
nitrogen, but will need the same 
amounts of phosphorus and po- 
tassium suggested for grasses. 


Precipitation Below 
Normal in February 


Below normal precipitation in 
February in the Quad-City area 
brought the total for the first 
two months of the year to only 
about one-third of the normal. 

A total of .99 of an inch of 
water fell here last month, com- 
pared to a normal for February 
of 2.04 inches. In January only 
54 of an inch fell, well below 
the normal of 1.98 inches. For 
the two months period, precipi- 
tation here has totaled only 1.53 
inches compared to the normal 
for the period of 4,02 inches 

The rain and snowfall last 
month also is considered be- 
low February 1971 in which 3.65 
inches of precipitation were re- 
corded. The total for the first 
two months of 1971 was 4.29 
inches. 

‘The heaviest precipitation last 
month was recorded on the 26th 
when .62 inches snow (water 
equivalent) fell on the Quad- 
Cities. 

Other days of snowfall and 
the water equivalent were: 2nd, 
.01 of an inch; 3rd, .02 of an 
inch; and 9th, .06 of an inch. 
Rainfall included .02 of an inch 
on the 13th, .09 on the 15th, 102 
on the 18th, .14 on the 23rd and 
.01 on the 24th, Traces of pre- 
cipitation were recorded on 
Feb. 4, 6, 7, and 25.

‘The program could enable as 
many as 14 million workers, 
most of them with incomes be- 
Jow $15,000 a year, to claim tax 
deductions that would trim fed- 
eral revenues by $480 million 
annually.

employerfinanced pension could 
claim a deduction of up to $l 
500 a year or 20 per cent of 
their income, whichever amount 
were smaller.
